The dead man has been identified 
as Ben Piazz, 29-year-old naturalized 
Italian. The wounded partner has not 
been identified. He is at Wesley Me- 
morial hospital, where physicians say 
he has little or no chance for re- 
covery. : 

Piazz fired the fatal shot as he and 
his partner were seated in the rear 
seat of the police car. The bullet 
passed through Piazz’s head = and 
lodged in the head of the second man. 

Early Sunday night persons living 
on the Lawrencerville road from three 
to four miles from Decatur telephoned 
the county police that their suspicions 
had been aroused by the two men who 
were offering to sell a sedan for $00 
cash, 

County Policemen Ernest Southard, 
wW. A. Carter and R. L. Phillips were 
detailed by Sheriff Jake Hall to in- 
vestigate. About three miles from 
town they noted the sedan parked on 
a side road, lights dimmed and the 
two men hovering beside it. The two 
were placed under arrest. 

They told the officers the car was 
their own property, claiming to have 
bought it in Chattanooga. However, 
according to*the officers, they were 
unable to produce anything which 
could prove their ownership of the 
car. 

Carter, Southard and Phillips re- 
ported to Sheriff Hall that they made 
a diligent search for weapons but 
found none. They handcuffed the two 
men together, they said, and started 
for the jail. The man later identified 
as Piazz, was seated on the right side 


of the rear seat. His partner was in 
the center and Southard on the left 
side. 

“As they neared town, the officers 
said, Piazz reached down into a ru 
ber boot he was wearing, his right 
hand being free. 

“He made some remark about the 
17th infantry not being any good,” 
Southard said, “and as he did he 
placed a pistol to his right temple and 
fired. The bullet went through his 
head and into the other man’s right 
temple.”’ +e 

The three officers, believing both 
men dead, rushed to the jail, where 
it was noticed they were breathing. 
Then they were carried to the ‘hos- 
pital, where Piazz died without re- 
gaining consciousness and the other 
man remained in an unconscious state 
while physicians worked over him 
with a hope of saving his life. An 
operation for the removal of the bullet 
was performed early this morning.

The water pressure on 
the piers yesterday was 114,000 cubic 
feet per second.

the necessity of constant concern and 
sympathy for the poor; that except 
for the presence of diseased specimens 
of humanity, the people would forget 
and become indifferent to human suf- 
fering and conditions of poverty, the 
report states.

Fallacious Reasoning. ; 

That reason is not sound, but 1s 
fallacious, the surveyers found. “As 
a matter of fact, the constant presence 
on public streets of diseased and mal- 
formed humanity causes the average 
man to become calloused to human 
suffering. He becomes accustomed to 
limiting his charity to an occasional 
nickel or dime, flung into a@ tin cup. 
He ceases to develop his intelligent 
sympathy and does not concern him- 
self with either curative or construc- 
tive social work, which could save 
beggars from the shame of their pro- 
fession and enable them to escape 
from the degeneracy to which public 
scorn and contempt brings them. If 
a beggar has a family they too become 
habituated to life without useful labor 
and become parasites,’ the report 
stated. 

The report further pointed out that 
there is nothing in the Bible which 
justifies mendicancy — that, in fact, 
Christ vigorously enjoined the pub- 
licans, Pharisees and hypocrites for 
encouraging street begging when He 
said, “Do not your alms before men.” 

Mendicants who refused aid from 
the charitable organizations resent 
any discipline and regulations imposed 
upon them while undergoing voca- 
tional trafhing or while employed or 
while pensioned in public institutions, 
the report stated. 

“No pressure is brought by police 
authorities upon such persons, requir- 
ing them to conform to conditions of 
life to which thoysands of persons 
similarly situated adapt themselves, 
either in institutions or in employ- 
ment,” the report said. 

Beggars’ Excuse. ) 

Ninety per cent of such mendicants 
justify their operations by claiming 
to be traders or peddlers, it. was found. 
If a peddler is apt to sell and accept 
his merchandise back from a person 
in sympathy with his physical in- 
firmities; he is apt to lose -pride of 
service and degenerate into a habitual 
“moocher” or “panhandler,” or other 
recognized type of non-producing para- 


site, according to the report. 

Among reasons which can be as- 
‘signed for revoking a peddling license 
| when the mendicant is almost certain 
to use the license as a cloak for beg- 
ging, the report said: “The peddler 
who accepts his mercliandise back 
from a customer is giving no service 
to the public other than opportunity 
to. be sentimental and to satisfy sym- 
pathy with minor contributions which 
effect no permanent relief to the re- 
cipient, but serve to habituate him 
to a false pretense and parasitic life. 
If the practice is centinued the ped- 
dler exhibits goods for sale under his 
license of no value, the profits upon 
which obviously offer no motive for 
exchange. 

Dishonor Peddling. 

“Mendicants using peddling licenses 
as a cloak for begging bring into dis- 
repute peddling, which is an honest 
vocation, whereby merchandise . not 
otherwise available to the public is 
conveniently exhibited for market pur- 
poses and a service thereby rendered,” 
the report stated. Such” mendicant 
peddlers bring disrepute to other’ ped- 
dlers, particularly farmer peddlers and 
traders who. deserve every protection 
and encouragement as rendering direct 
service to the public,

In 1867 when the North Georgia 
conference held its session with the 
First Methodist church, the first one 
after dividing the Georgia confer- 
ence, there were 13 charges in the 
Atlanta district, reaching as far as 
Monroe in one direction and Acworth 
in another. That year the district 
paid pastors $8,277, and presiding el- 
ders $987. Atlanta’ Trinity church 
paid the highest salary in the confer- 
ence at that time, $2,000, while Cov- 
ington and Oxford charge paid presid- 
ing elder the largest sum, $206. Con- 
ference collections that year amount- 
ed to $2,078. home wiissions $3.620 and 
foreign missions $774. In 1871 the 
committee reported 64 churches in the 
Atlanta district. 24 of which weie 
ceiled or plastered, and 31 of which 
had stoves. In the entire conference 


were ceiled or plastered and 151 that 
had stoves, while 429 had neither ceil- 
ing or plastering and 455 had no 
stoves. Methodism under carpet bag- 
ger rule was not living in a bed of 
roses or moving along in flowery ease. 


Yet in those hard times of recon- 
struction Methodism in Atlanta flour- 
ished wonderfully. Rev. W. C. Dun- 
lap reported 172 new converts 
Payne's chapel in the year 1870. while 
Rev. W. A. Dodge reported 150 con- 
versions that year at Evans’ chapel. 
In the immediate Atlanta territory 
there were 875 conversions through 
missionary effort. In that year the 
old Wesley Chapel church assumed the 
name of First Methodist church. 


Several of the Atlanta Methodist 
churches have a high rating among 
the nearly 20.000 churches of Southern 
Methodism in the matter of member- 
ship and salaries. Of the 100 churches 
with largest membership Druid Hiils 
ranks 18th, with 2,350 members: St. 
Paul church ranks 30th. with 2,096 
members; St. Mark church 44th, with 
1,774 members: Decatur First church 
ranks 54th, with 1.676 members; Park 
Street church 60th, with 1,627 mem- 


members; Wesley Memorial church, 
85th, with 1,485 members, and Ath- 
ens First church, 94th, with 1,410 
mem bers.

CHINA’S SLOW PROGRESS. 

* News reports of the past week 
serve, to emphasize the perplexing 
Status of Far Eastern affairs, with 
special bearing upon the efforts of 
China to stabilize its government 
and to secure the abolition of extra- 
territoriality. 

Following close upon the heels of 
dispatches in the early part of the 
week, telling of the kidnaping of 
Americans at Tientsin and Wuchang, 
of the looting of a river boat by 
pirates near Shanghai and of san- 
guine encounters between govern- 
ment troops and revolutionaries in 
the interior, came the announce- 
ment that Mexico has decided to 
relinquish its extraterritorial claims 
at once. 

All of the great powers now hold- 
ing extraterritorial rights in China 
are on record as desiring to relin- 
quish these rights as soon as China 
itself can. guarantee permanency of 
government and equal justice in its 
courts, ‘ 

China says that time has arrived, 
but the continued unrest through- 
out the country, and the violent 
protests of the nationals of the va- 
rious countries that justice could 
not be expected in Chinese courts 
as now constituted, have caused the 
powers to go slow in the matter 
of relinquishment. 

So while it would appear from 
the decision of the Mexican govern- 
ment that the Chinese were making 
progress in their claims for the 
abolition of the so-called “unequal” 
treaties, it also seems that actual 
disorders and failures to protect 
foreign citizens within the borders 
are still further postponing such ac- 
tion on the part of the great nations 
now holding such rights. 


A ROOSEVELT RECIPE. 

This second Theodore Roosevelt, 
who has been a sub-cabinet officer, 
got badly beaten for governor of 
New York state, and is now gov- 
ernor of Porto Rico, has few of the 
dynamic qualities of his famous fa- 
ther, but he shows now and then a 
Streak of the pater’s sound ideas of 
what is right and needful. 

In his first executive order as 
governor of Porto Rico, issued 
Tuesday, he spoke of the island 
government’s finances and said: 

“Every dollar must be made to do 
not only a dollar's worth of work, 
but a dollar's worth of necessary 
work !” 

That is a decision that all gov- 
érnment officials of whatever de- 
gree who have to handle the peo- 
ple’s money could well adopt. The 
greatest complaints that the people 
have against their public servants 
is the waste and extragavances al- 
most everywhere prevalent. The 
idea is, too common with govern- 
ment officials that the people’s 
money, hard earned and hard paid 
in taxes, is easy money for who- 


jever can get their hands upon it. 


Tax money is paid to do ‘“‘neces- 
sary work,” as Governor Roosevelt 


| puts it, and to get full value for the 


public’ welfare. If that rule were 
honestly observed in all our govern- 
ments we would have few graft 
scandals and few shameful deficits.

He changed 
jin their entirety the first draft of 
the passages dealing with the question 
of Germany's collapse at the end of 
the war and the reasons that brought 
it about, since su uent events 
caused him to modify. his opinions. 
Readers of memoirs with terary 
tastes will be interested to hear that 
he took Horace as his model and spent 
many hours in polishing his sentences 
and verifying the quotations in which 
he delighted. Among the instructions, 
facsimile documents and photographs 
he left for inclusion is the only por- 
trait known,to exist of the famous Ge- 
heimrat Holstein, the man behind the 
scenes in the German foreign office 
during the most eventful years of the 
past era; it was given to his only 
woman friend, and handed over by her 
later to the prince. Among the let- 
ters the most interesting is probably 
the signed confidential one written by 
Pope Benedict XV to Prince Bulow 
in the winter of 1915, during his mia- 
sion to Rome; the contents have nev- 
er been made public.

He said: 

“It is true I was chosen a senator 
by a majority only, but not for a ma- 
jority only; I was chosen by a party, 
but not for a party. In my office 
as a senator I recognize no claim upon 
my action in the name and for the 
sake of party. The oath I have taken 
is to support the constitution of my 
country’s government, not the fiat of 
any political organization, even could 
its will be ascertained !” 

That’s the real stuff, and Hoover 
ought to cud it over.

Consider 
in this respect the case of Christ, 
whose submission to the Father's 
will overcome all obstacles, and con- 
quered a defiant and _ superbly 
equipped paganism. . 

Man’s exclusion of that obedience 
is fatal to spiritual reality. The 
skeptic who reasons from a _ purely 
materalistic basis may be right in his 
own gyes. But that he omits funda- 
mental factors vital to the develop- 
ment of pure and ennobled life, is 
shown by human experience. 

Of course it seemed contemptible 
to St. Paul’s adversaries that the 
Supreme Being should manifest Him- 
self in a Gallilean peasant crucified 
for sedation under Roman law.

Mayor-Elect of Boston 
Among Throng Pray- 
ing at Grave. 


MALDEN, Mass., Nov. 17.—(®)— 
The twentieth day of pilgrimage to 
the grave of Father Patrick Power in 
the Holy Cross cemetery saw a host 
of 250,000 persons gathered today, 
90,000 of whom stood in line most of

The filgrims came from all over 
New England, many in bus loads. 
Malden Square, two miles from the 
cemetery, was jammed with pedes- 
motorists and parked cars. 
Tents sprang up in the vicinity, to- 
cether with provision booths, giving 
the appearance of a “boom town.” 

Extra details of police patrolled 
the roads and kept the multitude mov- 
ing. 

Today’s crowd was by far the larg- 
est number of pilgrims so far to visit 
the tomb in.one day. Among those 
at the cemetery was Mayor-elect 
James M, Curley, of Boston. Curley 
came to pray for his sick wife. He 
knelt at the tomb for a few minutes 
and afterward lingered for a_ time 
among the crippled, diseased and wn- 
happy, most of whom waited patiently 
for their turn to pray for spiritual 
succor, Later the mayor-elect made 
a second visit accompanied by Mrs. 
Curley. Side by side the two knelt 
and pfayed in a drizzling rain, which 
set in at nightfall. 

Way was made for a special ambu- 
lance from Holy Ghost hospital for 
incurables at Cambridge, which drove 
20 cripples and invalids as near the

STOGK RECOVERY 
ADS COTTON PRC 


NEW ORLEANS, Nov. 17.—(/)— 
Cotton has developed active trading 
and rather wide fluctuations during 
the past week. . In the first days of 
the period prices tended decidedly 
downward in sympathy with the dis- 
organized conditions of the stock mar- 
ket and. security values generally. Tis 
state of affairs induced considerable 
liquidation and discouraged specula- 
tion on the constructive side of the 


market, leaving the trade demand for 
the main sustaining influence and that 
was largely on the scale downward. 
The rather bearish character of the 
October textile statistics showing as 
they did that sales fell well below 
production, that stocks of goods had 
increased moderately and unfilled or- 
ders had fallen off, increased the dis- 
position to liquidate. By Wednesday 
the January position had eased off 
69 points from the close of the preced- 
ine Saturday, or practically $3.50 a 
ale. 

The improvement in the stock mar- 
ket in the last portion of the week, 
coupled with the record-breaking Oc- 
tober consumption by domestic mills, 
made public Thursday morning, forced 
shorts to cover freely owing to the 
improved technical position of - the 
market and it’s apparently oversold 
condition. On Saturday the market 
was stimulated by good Liverpool ¢a- 
bles and the announced purpose of 
President Hoover to call a conference 
of financial, business and farming in- 
terests to bring about trade stabiliza- 
tion. 

The market was stimulated during 
the last days of the week by the fall- 
ing off in offerings of spot in 
interior due, it was claimed. to the 


growth of a holding movement 'stimu- 


lated by the liberal assistance offered 
producers by the farm loan board 
through the co-operntive associations. 
Prices rallied fully 95 points, or not 
far from $5 a bale, in the closing days 
of the week.

Building Activity Revival 
Seen in Low Credit Rates 


NEW YORK, Nov. 17.—(/)—Fur- 
ther hesitancy appeared in business 
with renewed depression on the stock 
market. last week, but encouraging 
stability remained a most notable 
characteristic of the business situa- 
tion. 

Particularly encorraging was the 
proposal of the administration to re- 
duce both corporate and individual in- 
come taxes, which met with enthusias- 
tic reception in legislative circles. 
Further reduction in the New York 
federal reserve discount rate to 4 1-2 
per cent, coming only a_ fortnight 
after the-drop from 6 to 5 per cent 
was regarded as foreshadowing a gen- 
eral reduction throughout the reserve 
system, and as an, indication that 
credit will be made as cheap as pos- 
sible, with ‘reasonable safeguards 
against inflation. 

Credit rates generally showed mark- 
ed declines, and this was regarded as 
auguring a revival of building activ- 
ity. The depression in building, which 
has lasted more than a year, has been 
one of the sore spots in the business 
situation. Opinion as to how long it 
may take for building activity to re- 
spond to the lower mdéney rates varied 
widely, but the calling of a confer- 
ence of business leaders by Presi- 
dent Hoover, who at the same time 
suggested that public works and build- 
ings projects generally had been held 
in abeyance by the recent credit 
stringency, was regarded as an indi- 
cation that prompt stimulating action 
will be taken. 

Steel mill operations continued to 
decline, with weakness developing in 
steel scrap prices and an easier un- 
dertone in prices for finished prod- 
ucts. Railways and farm implement 
manufacturers, however, continued to 
make large purchases, and building 
construction interests were active in 
the market. A large scale revival of 
building activity would aid not only 
the steel industry, but the wide as- 
sortment of lines supplying building 
materials, including metal trade gen- 


erally, chemicals, cement and lumber. 
The automobile industry continued 
to lag, which is the primary cause 
of the slackening of steel mill activ- 
ity. A decline in automobile manu- 
facturing at this time is seasonal, but 
it has been accentuated this year by 
over-preduction earlier, and wuncer- 
tainty as to how the collapse of the 
stock market may affect sales. The 
maintenance of a high level of gen- 
eral unemployment appears to assure 
fairly large purchasing power. The 
market break is expected to influence 
sales in metropolitan areas primarily. 
Retail trade sagged during the 
week, but unseasonably warm weather 
was regarded as an important cause. 
Freight car loadings as reported for 
the last week showed another sharp 
decline below the like week of 1928, 
but held above the corresponding 
weeks of the three previous .years. 
decline in freight car loadings was 
normal at this time of the year, and 
has little barometric valtie save as 
compared with the normal trend. 
The week brought forth further 
success in meeting the problems of 
over production in_ certain lines, 
notably petroleum and textiles. Cali- 
fornia crude production fell off sharp- 
ly, and southern yarn producers took 
action to eurb production of coarse 
cotton yarns, excessive output of 
which has been a disturbing factor 
for some time. Cotton goods sales 
figures for October were unfavorable, 
showing a marked falling off from 
September and a year ago, while 
stocks on hand increased. 
Commodity markets generally were 
sharply depressed with the stock mar- 
ket early in the week, but rallied with 
the upturn in stocks on Thursday and 
Friday, particularly wheat and cotton. 
As an indication of strong cash 
position and confidence in the fu- 
ture, several large corporations paid 
extra dividends, General Motors or- 
dering ahother extra of 30 cents. 
Fully 180 corporations disbursed reg- 
ular or extra dividends on Friday. 


UREDIT IMPROVED 
AND BONDS REACT 


NEW YORK, Nov. 17.—(#)— 
Favorable developments bearing on 
the underlying credit structure dur- 
ing the past week have strengthened 


tions. 

The use of credit for speculative 
purposes has undergone a record de 
cline. Brokers’ loans have fallen with 
an unprecedented rapidity—$2.500,- 
000,000 in the past three weeks. Time 
money is quoted below 6 per cent for 
the first time in about a year and a 
half, contrasting with 9 1-4 per cent 
at the height of the summer credit 
stringency. Call loans are down to 
5 1-2 per cent against 10 and 12 per 
cent a comparatively short time ago. 
Bankers’ acceptances are now at 
4 1-4 per cent, whereas they had 
been as high as 5 3-4. 

Normally, bond prices quickly re- 
spond to easier money rates by ris- 
ing, but the stock market's losses were 
so large and the crash came so sud- 
denly that fixed-income — securities 
were likewise depressed. Bond hold- 
ings were again sold freely last week 
by investors whose margin accounts 
needed support and also by those who 
wanted to make investment in stocks 
at the low levels, These factors re- 
sulted in such heavy liquidation § of 
bonds that the averages on last Thurs- 
day fell to a new low for some four 
years, *but the appearance of more 
normal conditions in the share mar- 
ket had a soothing effect and on Fri- 


day bonds turned upward again, led 
by the United States government 
group in which five issues made new 
1929 highs. 

Had the recent decline in stocks 
been gradual instead of precipitate, 
bond dealers believe that coupon ob- 
ligations would have been bought 
rather than sold, as was the ease dur- 
ing the easing of share prices in the 
early autumn when the long depres- 
sion in bonds was arrested. But the 
shakeout in stocks was so drastic 
that holders were forced to liquidate 
bonds to obtain cash, with the result 
that prices again tumbled and any 
investment demand was overshadowed 
by this temporary tendency. 

Although current supplies of high- 
grade bonds are small, due partly to 
the curtailment of new issues, the 
appearance of a considerable volume 
of bond financing is awaited in the 
near future. The general opinion is 
that such offerings will be made 
gradually in proportion to the mar- 
ket’s powers of absorption. 

Last week’s bond financing totaled 
$45,761,000 against $16,866,000 in the 
previous week and $76,765,000 in the 
same week of 1928.

RALLY AFTER DROP 


NEW YORK, Nov. 17—(/)— 
Stocks on the ‘curb market turned 
upward in the final two trading ses- 
sions last week, after another dras- 
tic decline carrying more than 300 
issues down 2 to 100 pointa to the 
lowest levels of the year, or lower. 

With vigorous upturn on the “big 
board” beginning on Thursday, how- 
ever, a broad upward movement set 
in on the curb, which in general 
cancelled from one-half to three-quar- 


ters of the losses earlier in the week. 
Although the market was again on a 
three-hour daily trading schedule, and 
closed on Saturday, trading was again 
in overpowering volume, and govern- 
ors of the exchange followed the ac- 
tion of the New York Stock Exchange 
in curtailing the trading periods to 
the same schedule next week. 

The rally was promoted by con- 
vincing evidence that the administra- 
tion in Washington, leading bankers, 
and exchange officials had determined 
upon lines of action to stabilize the 
financial situation. The curb, as did 
the stock exchange, requested informa- 
tion from members which would dis- 
close the extent and identity of pro- 
fessional bearish operations. 

Among the high-priced issues, Great 
Atlantic & Pacific and Deere each 
dropped about 100 points, then re- 
gained more than half ther losses. 
Aluminum Company of America drop- 
ped about 70 points and rallied 25 
from the bottom. Middle West Utili- 
ties, old stock, dropped 60 points, 
and rallied 28. 

Oils displayed a better tone than 
other groups, influenced by sharp cur- 
tailment of production in California. 
Cities Service dropped to 22 1-2, but

CHICAGO, Nov. 17.—It requires 

no extended post-mortem today to 
discover that the main contenders for 
the national football championship of 
1929 are Pittsburgh and Notre Dame, 
two of the finest and best equipped 
machines that the college gridirons 
have produced in many years. 

These two mighty elevens do not 
meet this year, so that there may be 
no definite way to settle the argu- 
ment if neither strikes any pitfall in 
the final charge or two. Each has 
swept along so far undefeated, piling 
up records for consistent brilliancy in 
a season otherwise marked by a star- 
tling succession of upsets, the latest 
of which was Stanford’s defeat by 
little Santa Clara on the Pacific 
coast. | 

In the greatest of all gridiron set- 
tings, Notre Dame _ turned back 
Southern California Saturday and 
stamped itself as a far more superior 
team than the score of 13 to 12 indi- 
cated, while a record throng of 125,- 
000 spectators looked on from the 
wide open spaces of Soldier Field. 
At the same time, Pittsburgh smasb- 
ed by a score of 34 to 13 the Car- 
negie team that had held Notre Dame 
three weeks ago to.a single touch- 
down victory. 

Pitt’s eighth straight triumph, at 
the expense of its city rival, removed 
any lingering doubt about the su- 
per power of the Panthers as the 
ubiquitous Toby Uansa again ran 
wild. So far as Carnegie is con- 
cerned, Pitt packs more punch than 
Notre Dame, but comparative scores 
are not always a reliable yardstick. 
Notre Dame’s performance yesterday 
left an indelible impression on_ the 
greatest gathering in American foot- 
ball history.

New Speedway 
Opens Saturday 


Atlanta’s new speedway race track 
on Pace’s Ferry road just across the 
Chattahoechee river, will be formally 
opened to the public Saturday after- 
noon at 2 o’@lock when seven events 
will be run off on the opening pro- 
gram, it was announced Saturday 
night by George Hamilton, veteran au- 
tomobile man and manager of the 
track. 


It was planned to open early in the 
fall but delays in building the track 
caused a postponement of original 
plans. Last Saturday was then decided 
on as the opening date but due to the 
heavy rains during ‘the past week the 
meet was postponed until next Satur- 
day. Despite the heavy rains the track 
is in fairly good condition at present 
and with a little scraping and sur- 
facing it will be in excellent shape 
for the first races. 


Several tons of surfacing material 
has arrived and will be spread over 
the track early this week in order to 
eliminate the dust menace. The track 
will be rolled and with a few days of 
sunshine everything will be set for the 


opening. 


It is the only half-mile track of its 
kind in the south. It is elevated to a 
35-degree angle and has a driving sur- 
face of 40 feet. A safety apron of 25 
fest is adjacent to the smoothest sur- 
face, making it 65 feet in case of 
emergency. 


With the track banked, it will be 
possible for the drivers to maintain a 
speed of 100 miles an hour or more.

For the first 
he will take no blame, will not feel 
badly ;-for the Jatter he takes no cred- 
it, feels no elation. 

This same point of view Wood ap- 
plies to the recent action of the ten- 
nis authorities in naming him a mem- 
ber of the United States Davis cup 
squad.

Last year, as a freshman, he was a 
regular on three teams, captaining the 
football team, playing center-on the 
hockey team, and leading the nine both 
in the field and at the bat.

New Marriage Ceremonial 


SIMPLICITY OF SOUTH SEA 


Prepares Mind for Vows 


LOVE COMES TO GOTHAM 


NEW YORK, Nov. 17.—(United artificiality and more spontaneity and 


News.)—The fabled simplicity of love 
in the South Seas has come to New 
York through the medium of _ the 
Humanist Society’s marriage ceremo- 
nial, it was made plain today in an ad- 
dress on “The New Humanist Mar- 
riage” by Charles Francis Potter, 
founder of the society. 

A few weeks ago, Potter would have 
been referred to as “The Reverend 
Mister” and his address would have 
been a “sermon.” 

These are typical of the changes in 
his new organization, for which the 
theologian abandoned one of the most 
fashionable Unitarian pulpits in the 
east. 

Potter, shepherd of a modernistic 
flock, described some of his recent mar- 
riage ceremonies and issued a platform 
manifesto against the customary prac- 
tice of having the same ceremony for 


an “82-year-old milionaire and an 18- 
year-old boy.” 

Clod-hoppers and college presidents, 
under the Potter humanist system, are 
married by very different ceremonies. 

“It requires more work (on the 
part of the preacher) to read parrot- 
like the old form,” said Potter, “but 
it makes the whole ceremony more in- 
timate and effective. 

“The old ceremony was so arranged 
that a couple could go through with 
it without any preparation, and they 
usually did, without the faintest con- 
ception of what it was all about.” 

Potter then amused his audience, in- 
which were several ‘newlyweds, with 
illustrations from his past experiences 
as a prnenes of what the happy pair 
usually said. ’ 

“They plighted their ‘throat’ instead 
of their ‘troth,’” he recalled. “A 
when the groom was supposed to say, 
‘with all my worldly goods I thee en- 
dow,’ he usually. said, ‘I, thee and 
thou.’ ” : 

In the humanist ceremony, the love- 
birds are required to prepare before- 
hand what they intend to say to one 
another. They make up the lines 
themselves, This requires cogitation. 

“Instead of the bride s ing all 
her time prepari her clothes for the 
ceremony,” said Potter, “she spends 
some time preparing her mind for it. 

“The new ceremony increases the 
sense of nsibility.

The announce- 
ment of decrease just reported had 
this to say: is recession is not 
one coming as a result of drouth, 
famine, unemployment or conditions 
outside of the United States.

It was not long before Gates, with 
his many millions, largely steel trust 
money, was outstanding in Wall 
Street. First he started plunging in 
the stock market as a customer of 
a house having a Chicago branch 
through which he had traded when 
he lived in the west. It was not long 
before he formed his own stock ex- 
change firm with offices at 10 Wall 
street. Outgrowing those facilities 
he moved around the corner to 111 
Broadway with an enlarged firm which 
quickly became known in Wall Street 
as the “House of Thirteen Partners.” 

Early in his Wall Strect career, 
the barbed wire salesman from the 
west earned the nickname “Bet-You- 
a-Million Gates.” As senior partner 
of his first stock exchange firm, by 
buying stock in the open market, he 
took control of the old Louisville & 
Nashville railroad away from August 
Belmont as easily as he had sold 
barbed wire to Texas ranchmen. This 
was only one of his many stock mar- 
ket stunts before forming the “House 
of Thirteen Partners.” Gates did 
things in the 1906 bull stock market 
that made J. P.. Morgan, Sr., and 
other old-timers in Wall) Street shud- 
der. The panic of 1907 broke. 
Frankly admitting his experience in 
that storm, Gates with his smile said, 
“T am not busted, but I am bent so 
badly that it is kinder comfortable 
to walk sidewise.”

Federal Reserve Describes 


Aid in Stock Collapse 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 
The part the federal reserve system 
and New York Federal Reserve Bank 
took in extending credit to New York 


banks which took over brokers’ loans 
of non-banking lenders during the 
critical period in the stock market in 
October was explained today in the 
monthly federal reserve bulletin. 
Combined figures of the weekly re- 
porting member banks in the leading 
cities, the bulletin said, showed an in- 
crease in total loans and investments 
of %1,600.000,000 from October 2 to 
October 30. Nearly all of which oc- 
curred during the last week of the 
month and at banks in New York city. 
The taking over of this credit, the 
bulletin continued, was reflected in a 
growth in the last week in October 
of $1.500,000,000 in net demand depos- 
its of the New York banks and of a 
consequent large growth of their re- 


reserve bank. 

“In coming to the support of the 
situation during this period of severe 
disturbances the banks in New York 
city had the assistance of the federal 
reserve system.” the bulletin added, 
“the Federal Reserve Bank of New 
York increased its discounts for mem- 
ber banks by $150,000,000 during the 
week and in addition purchased $150,- 
000,000 of United States government 
securities in the open market. As a 
consequence of the action of the banks 
in New York city and of the Federal 
Reserve Bank of New York, the liqui- 
dation which took place in the securi- 
ty market was not associated with a 
rise in money rates. 

“Rates on call money. which had de- 
clined from a range of 8 to 9 per cent 
in September to 6 per cent in the lat- 
ter part of October, ranged between 5

9 shot in the hotel. McManus de- 
nies that he killed Rothstein. The 
defense is expected to ask the state 
to prove. before anything else, that 
the shooting even occurred in the ho- 
tel. | 
Five women are reported to be on 
the list of the 56 scheduled .prose- 
cution witnesses. First there is Brid- 
get Farry, who was third-floor cham- 
bermaid at the hotel on the night 
Rothstein was shot. She may be 
treated as a hostile witness by the 
state. The buxom Irishwoman has 
denounced District Attorney Banton 
for holding her under detention many 
weeks as a material witness, and 
she has been quoted as saying she 
thinks George McManus 1s a “fine 
broth of a boy.” 

Next comes Inez Lac carer ——— 
and close friend of Rothstein and a 
beneficiary under his $3,000,000 will. 

Third is Mrs. Ruth Keyes, of Chi- 
cago, who was on a party, the state 
is expected to contend, with George 
McManus in the yoom in which it 
claims Rothstein was shot. Mrs. 
Keyes was not in the room at the 
time of the alleged shooting, it 18 
said. but will be asked to identify 
MeManus, as the man who engaged 
the room.

CONFLICTING CLAIMS 


Former Say Increased Kill- 
ings Due to Enforcement 
of Prohibition. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 17.—(4)— 
The increasing severity of state en- 
actments against the bootlegger was 
prescribed in a surrey today by the 
National Woman's Christian Temper- 
ance Union as “the best test of Ameri- 


ca’s determination to rid itself of 
liquor.” : 
Simultaneously, the Association 


Against the Prohibition Amendment 


said in a stateme.c that “more than 
four times as many ki‘!lings as the 
federal govérnment has ever reported 
will be shown by a complete canvass 
cf deaths due to prohibition enforce- 
ment.” 

The dry statement was bused on the 
annual survey of Mrs. Lenna Lowe 
Yost, director of legislation for 
the Woman’s Christian Temperance 
Union. The wet side was presented 
in a report called “Reforming Ameri- 
ca With a Shotgun.” 

“Dry majorities are expanding, wet 
majorities are shrinking,’ said Mrs. 
Yost. “In 1929, every state legisla- 
ture except Wisconsin that took ac- 
tion on prohibition strengthened its 
laws.” 
The Association Against the Prohibi- 
tion Amendment said that a study of 
66 prohibition killings showed “six 
distinct types of murderous prohibi- 
tion enforcement.” A study also was 
made, it said, “of the various methods 
of soft pedaling Volstead killings and 
protecting the killers from paying the 
penalty in court.” 

“It is charged,” it. added,» “that 
government reports of fatal shootings 
ure ‘generally meagre’ and in some 
cases ‘biased and actually untrue.’ ” 

The Woman's Christian Temperance 
Union said that the “facts in the case 
of national and state legislatures are 
a refutation of the wet claim that the 
American people are opposed to pro- 
hibition and its enforcement. 

“Year after year the _ lawmakers. 
elected by popular ballot, have im- 
posed greater and greater penalties on 
the bootlegger,” it added. 

The Association Against the Prohibi- 
tion Amendment report said “the death 
records of the prohibition bureau are 
liberally sprinkled with cases in which 
federal officers have been charged with 
homicide or murder, the federal court 


has intervened. and the defendants 
have been acquitted.” 
‘We believe that this practice, 


while entirely within the law, has not 
infrequently blecked the punishment of 
reckléss shooters,” it said.
